STANDS THE ORDEAL ILL 


•London, Aug. 9,—King Edward and 


Queen Alexandra were crowned in 
Westminster abbey shortly after 
noon today. 
though the ceremony 


was betreft of some of *the elabora- 
tion and pageantry originally con- 
templated, it lacked little in the way 
of spectacular perfection. The whole 
ceremonial was of a magnificently 
decorative character -and presented 
a constantly changing panorama 
around the two central figures en- 
throned in their robes of *velvat, 
ermine and cloth of gold, fcmidst the 
distinguished assemblage of actors, 
the (fulfillment of whose various roles 
necessitated 
constant 
movement. 


Ea'ch stage of the ceremony,^ with its 
old world usages, furnished its quota 
of interest, while the interior of the 
noble church, filled as it was with of- 
ficiating 
prelates in * vari-colored

officers in gold-laced uniforms; witth 
heralds, pursuivants and other offi- 
cers o|_ state in medienral costumes;

DAY DAWNED BRILLIANTLY. 


London, Aug. 9,— A brilliant sun-

Muny enthu- 
siasts, with camp stools and ample 
supplies of provender had spent the 
aiight on the T>est 'coigns of vantage 
that co'uld be secured- and were in the 
same portions at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
At that houl1 the troops began 


to take up their aloltted stations, and 
policemen, three paces apart, lined 
the route of 
the procession 
from 


Buckingham palace to Westminster 
Abbey. 
Up to 7 o'clock there were 


certainly m'ore police than Sightseers 
visible, but after 'that time there Was 
a rapid increase in the number of 
spectators, suburban trains and tram 
cars emptying thousands of persons 
every few minutes into the stations 
adjacent to the procession's route, 
East End London residents also flock- 
ed westward in such numbers that 
the streets -east of Temple Bar toe- 
came oppressively silent and de- 
serted. 


f CROWDS GATBDERED EARLY. 


Most of the best postions along the 


route of the procession -were thickly 
crowded by eight 
o'clock and the 


spectators 
were 
burnished 
with 


plenty 'of davetgion by the marching 
and counter-marching of the troops, 
headed^by their bands, and qui'ckly 
passing state coaches, private car- 
riages and automobiles. 
Bucking- 


ham palace naturally, "was one of the 
.principal centers of interest, as 
it 


was the starting point of the great 
pageant. 'Crowds assembled there in 
imth'en^e numbers and the first heavy* 
cheer of the day went up when 'the 
news was circulated that King Ed- 
ward was' in the best of health antt 
spirits and well equipped fo undergo 
the fatigues of_thTe day. 


By 9:30 the scene in the vicinity 


of the palace and the Mall was ex- 
tremely animated. The roof pf the 
palacS and those of all the surround-, 
ing buildings were crowded ' with 
spectators and the £onsi$utly arriv-

president kof the Illinois Wire Co. 
was stabbed to death in tfae Monad- 
nock "building to'day toy Walter L 
Stebbings, a civil 'and consulting en- 
gineer witJh oflicfs in the same build- 
ing, StoTJbings used a paper knife, 
stubbing 'Scott twice. 


The stabbing1 'occurred in 
Mr. 


Scott's private office. Mr. Stebbings 
had done some work for the Illinois 
Wire company over which there had 
'been A 'dispute. The two Irad -a quar- 
rel and Stebbings,, it is said, called 
Scott 'a liai\ There was a- scuffle 'ana 
the two bursl fitm the private office 
wit>h 
bloo^l 
fhving 
from 
Scott's 


wounds. Stebbings made no attempt 
to esdape. ' 


Stebbings, when 'arrested, said he 


had struck 'Scott in self-defense and 
that he fra'd not intended injuring 
him seriously. 1\he figtit w&s wit- 
nessed by Miss Myrtle Shumate, a 
stenographer in Scott's office, -who 
L-an Screaming into the hall. 
Occu- 


pants of other offices notified the po- 
lice, 'who ,pla!ce?d Stubbing® under ar- 
rest. 


DISPUTED OVER A CLAIM. 


According to Miss Shumate's story 


he tw*o men were in Scott's private 
office for nearly an (hour, disputing 
over ra claim ffor $3,000. Suddenly 
I'he door WAS thrown open 'and the 
men staggered into the outer office, 
kicking e&'ch other and using tlieir 
fists. 
Stebbings held the long steel 


paper knife in ais rig'M hand and 
:<he weapon could toe seen flashing as 
the men "struggled. Suddenly Steb- 
bings struts Scott in the Ibody, The 
blow wk$ <i-epeat^d- %s moment later. 
Scott staggered bfackward and final- 
y fell to the fioor. He died within 
(half 'an hour.

Soul'h Africa, where he stopped on 
his way to England, the first ofncia 
hint that peace actually was in sight 
but what has made him especially 
popular in Great Britain is the 
he played in supporting the empire 
duiing ifae war. At the 'head of his 
colony's government he "came ou 
strong" for the mol'her 
cfountry's 


side in t'he controversy, and in the 
most hopeless days of the campaign 
insisted that t'he stiuggle must oe 
fought out to a finish. He headed 
the movement to send a contingent 
of New Zealand ti'tfops to South Af- 
ilca and promised that me4n iihould 
be supplied until there was no longei 
*vny necessity for 
re-enforcements, 


This attitude won him as much ap- 
plause in New Zealand as it has done 
ih England, His recent journey along 
the southern coast of his country 
was sucih a succession of fetes and 
receptions that it seemed like a royal 
progress, and there is now a pro- 
ject on foot to make him a gift of a 
purse of $25,000 in gold as a nation- 
al testimonial, 


Seddon is a type cf man that is 


much commoner in the United States 
than in England—the sort of a man 
that begins life with nothing but 
his b-'are hands and comes out on top 
by sheer force of 'bigness of eneigy 
and purpose. A boy of 18, he went 
cut to New Zealand in 1867, when 
the g'old fever was on, and during 
his first days there got his bread 
and buttenby washing bottlts in a 
cheap taverjn. He lived the hatd life 
of lihe mining camps and then his 
lise began. 
At 34 he went to the 


New Zealand pailiament, and after 
that kept on up the ladder until he 


ot ihe premiership, with which lie

ind commissioner cf trades and cus- 
;onis* Like all men who spend their 
ives in pushing on big things pev-

'According to esti- ] 
mates made by Dr. Babcock, superin- j 
tendent of the state lunatic asylum, * 


is condition now ib worse than ever 


Before. 


Many reason are assigned, bxit it is 


the opinion of leading physicians that 
the common use of drugs and bad 
whisky is in a large measure vesponsi- 
;>le. Ten years ago the suicidcvof a 
negro was such a raie occurrence that 
t attracted universal attention. Now- 
idayfe such an occurrence is 
unno- 


ticed. 


There is probably more insane ne- 


groes in the btate institution at Co- 
lumbia than at any other time in its 
history. They are sent in from all 
sections of South Carolina, the ma- 
jority going from towns and cities. 
In Charleston cnuy negroes are picked 
up almost every day, and while many 
of them are released after a brief term 
in the hospital, a considerable num- 
ber deu»lop .such violent 
symptoms 


that it is found necessarj foshipthcm 
to Columbia. It is seldom that the 
asylum negroes are cuicd, and many 
of them (lie after \iolent sufteiing. 
The state authorities give the colored 
people the most humane treatment, 
yet it does not seem possible wholly 
to restore their minds. 


One of the oldest physicians of 


Charleston told the Sun correspond- 
ent recently that in the clays of slav- 
ery it was most uncommon to 
find 


an insane negro. The spread of the 
disease he attributes io rough lit ing, 
liquor and drugs. Along the coast Hit- 
negroes are addicted to the use of 
opiates, cocaine being the drug which 
is most commonly used. Among the 
thousands of vicious negroes \*ho work 
in the rock fields, opium is a popular 
drug, and almost any form of "hop" 
is relished. The left arm of a black 
prisoner, captured recently, was fear- 
ful! lacerated by continued jabs from 
a hypodermic syringe. 


The bad liquor is sold in the blind 


tigers. The police here believe that 
Bill Simmons, a negro who killed his 
wife and then attempted suicide sev- 
eral days ago, was a victim of cocaine. 
He had been'using the drug steadily 
for dajs. and A\hile under its influence 
he drank a pint of corn whisky, which 
made him a maniac for the time be- 
iug. 


Usually, when a crime of this kind is 


coimnitlm, the first impulse of the 
negro is to escape. Simmons did not 
move. He turned the pistol to his 
head and fired and was still trying 
to put bullets in his body when the 
weapon was,sei/>etl by bv&tauders.—N.

Tihe Indians were undoubtedly the 
most picturesque feature of th'e pro- 
cession, while the state coach of the 
king, drawn by the fat Hanovarian 
hoises, which figured in all the late 
Queeoi Victoria's processions, seemed 
mutfh more like fairyland than usual. 


PKO CESSION A TKIUMPH. 


The progress of the royal cortege 


was marked by no special incident, 
with the exception, of an accident to 
Lord Edward Pelham-Clinton, one of 
the grooms in waiting. 
It was a 


continued triumph and reached its 
climix on the arrival at the abbey, 
where there-was a scene of unparal- 
lelled enthusiasm, which did not 
cous until their majesties 
disap- 


peared in the annex. 


The accident to Lord Pelham-Clin- 


ton created considerable excitement 
in the Mall. The gioom in waiting, 
in a closed carriage, was passing 
York steps, when his conveyance col- 
lided with another royal carriage go- 
ing -at higih speed in an opposite di- 
lection. 
The hoises fell and theie 


appsiied to be a bad mix-up. The 
police extricated the teams with 
some difficulty and Load Pelhami- 
Clinton, who was only slightly hurt, 
proceeded. 


SCENES AT THE ABBEY. 


In Westminster Abbey the doors 


of that edifice were scarcely opex>.eu 
and the gold sticks and ushers 
barely found their stations before 
the seats bcg'aii <to fill. Peers and 
peeresses s>vept up the Nave, vheir 
scarlet and ermine making 
vivid 


contrasts with the deep 'blue of the 
oat-pet. 
As they arrive'd before the 


thrones they separated, the peers go- 
ing to the light and the peeresses to 
the left. 


Even when practically empty the 


abbey presented an interesting, pic- 
turesque effect, the oddest feature 
of which, consisted in every seat be- 
ing practically covered by a large, 
white official tprogram, in the centei 
of which was placed a szn'nll, deep 
red book of service. 


Without the tapestries or 
hgln 


furnishing of the tiers upon tieis of 
seats which lose fifty feet high, tlie 
combination of white and re'd pro- 
grams by itself produced a gala ef- 
fect. 
The preliminaiy eulogies of 


the decorative arrangements 
weie 


not overstated. 
The entire scheme 


had been cairied out 'harmoniously 
and even the stands did not seem out 
of place. A peculiarly beautiful ef- 
fect was presented by the king's and 
queen's "boxes, comprising- 
half a 


dozen rows of chairs in white satin, 
relieved only 'by t/he crimson of the 
seats. 
LITTLE ATTEMPT AT DISPLAY. 


Beyond the structural decorations 


for the seating of tite 
spectatois 


there was little -attempt 'at any dis- 
play and the old gray arches lent 
their stately perspective to the scene, 
untouched by flags or any gleani o£ 
color. 


The various chaiis to be used by 


the king and queen in the seivice 
attracted special attention, but what 
inevitably caught the eye was the 
glitfceiing 
ariay 
of 
gold 
plate, 


brought fiom various royal deposi- 
tories, ranged along tiie chancel and 
behind the !ailtar. Amidst these sm~ 
roundings the earl marshal, tdie duke 
of Norfolk, resplendent 
in white 


knee breeches and heavily embroid- 
ered coat, hurried to and fro dhect- 
ing the final touches. 


By 10 o'clock the inteiior of the 


Abbey presented 
a blaze of coloi. 


Along the nave, -which was lined by 
gienaxiiers every chair was taken 
up by liig>h officers of the army and 
navy and others in equally hand- 
some equipment. 


MR. CHOATE THEKE. 


On top of tlie arch separating the 


nave fiom the cnancel sat the sui- 
pliced orchestra. 
In stalls within, 


with the other ambassadors, u*eie 
the United States ambassador, Jo- 
seph H. Choate. and Mrs. Choate, 
and many officials. 


Bluing the long -Wait, Edwin A. 


Abbey, the American artist, who was 
commissioned to paint the coronation 
scene in the Abbey, and wiio wore 
couit unifoxin, took careful note of 
the surroundings for the historic pic- 
ture ordered by the king. 


The peeiesses took advantage of 


the long interval to stroll up and 
down, but the ipeers 
sat stolidly, 


awaiting tlie arrival of the sover- 
eign, their ermine caps presenting a 
solid mass of white. 


After 10 o'clock the 
oigan and 


band played, while the spectatois, 
many of whom showed signs of sleep* 
iness, chatted or swept with then- 
glasses what portions of the Abbey 
they could see from their seaits. 


THE SERVICE BEGrlNS,

is Believed -to Solve Baffling 


Problem of Ages. 


Kansas City, Aug. 9.—J. S. Giimss 


a mechanic, who was bom in Yel] 
ccunty, Ark., and can barely read 
and write, exhibited a perpetual mo- 
tion machine in the office of the Kan- 
sas City Journal last night <that runs 
for 'hours with no other .power than 
that furnished by the machine itself 


The. invention is simple; but it is 


the result of twelve years' 
work. 


Grimes first -took a circular piece cut 
from a thick board and 
trimmed 


down the edge to resemble a circulai 
switchback railway. 
In the center 


of this board he fastened- a second 
circular 'board on a steel post that 
fit into a ball-bearing bicycle axle. 


To th<s top board was fastened, by 


means of a rod, -a small wheel, which 
was so fixed that it would strike at 
each revolution of the upper board at 
a point near the top 'of the incline 
pi .me of the lower board, the lower 
board 
being 
slightly 
inclined. 


Grimes then placed a weight on -top 
of th'e upper disc, placed the -wheel 
at the top of the inclined plans, re- 
leased it and >the machine began to 
move 'and continued in motion until 
stopped 'by iis inventor. - 


The machine 
is started 
-by the 


wheel running down the incline on 
one side. This takes the weight on 
the opposite side away from th& cen- 
ter of gravity and it -carries the ma- 
chine around ain't il the wheel strikes 
the t€;p of the incline again, when 
new force isi imparted 'to the revolv- 
ing upper 'disc.

Neither in its duration nor in it 


consequences has the 
present fac 


tion'ai strife in the democracy been 
as disastrous -as 'have been some o 
the party feuds of t<he past. All par 
ties, -the repu'blidan las well fcs th< 
others, (have tod faction'al vandettas 
Some parties have b«en annihilated 
there/by. 
It -will be convenient to 


consider that the prelseivt diveTgeu 
cies between Nt(ixe different elements 
of tflie democracy began in 1896. 
It 


is, 'of course, true that there was dis- 
cord in ttie democracy on I'he siivei 
question, the issue which caused the 
spl^t in thi^t party in 1896, long be- 
fore th-at year. But the same 
the csase with *t(he republicans. Each 
pai'ty divided on that question at 
the outset, and the 
division was 


maintained until 1900. It may rea 
souably be assumed that tihe two 
successive defeats of the democratic 
party—in 1896 and 1900—on that 
issue, 'and the passage of the act of 
March 14, 1900, giving1 a formal 
legal sariction to the gold standard, 
has takeixtlie silver question out of 
politics, tthoug'li a hostile congress 
and president could repeal that act 
and introduce tJie silver standard. 


The division in tae democratic and 


„ republican parties on silver began Co 


reveal itself in 1877, during I'he first 
term of President Hayes' extra ses- 
sions of congress, when, on Novem- 
ber 3, Bidhard P. Bland, from the 
committee on coinage, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass a bill direct- 
ing the coinage of silver ^ dollars of 
ilhe weig'ht of 412JfJ grains of stand* 
ard silver, such 'as was provided by 
the act of January 18, 1837, the coins 
to be >a legal tender at 
their face 


value for 
all 'debts, except where 


otherwise provided by contracts, the 
Tbill providing Khait any owner of sil- 
ver bullion might deposit the same 
at "any mint of the United States to 
be coined into sucfo dollars for his 
benefit, on the same terms as gold. 
The motion was agreed to by a vote 
of 164 (67 republicans and 97 demo- 
crats)" to 34 (24 republicans and 10 
democrats). WOien .William B. Alii

(however, reported the bill to the 


senate on November 31 it 
was 


chan'ged from the free coina'ge form 
which it Had wGien it passed 
the 


house, 'and provided for a limited 
coina'ge ($2,000,000 to $4,000,000 of 
silver bullion a month, the $2,000,- 
000 being compulsory), the pront

the coinage to go into the 


treasury and no*t, as in Blaud's bill, 
into the pockets of the bullion own- 
ers. 
This measure passed the sen- 


late by a vote of 48 (24 republicans, 
S3 democrats and 1 independent) to 
21 (14 republicans aaid 7 democrats). 
It was accepted by the house, though 
after a long fight against it by 
Bland, who stood out for free coin- 
age, went to the president, was ve- 
toed by him on February 28, 187S, 
and was passed over his veto on the

It will be noticed that both the 


republicans $nd democrats were di- 
vided on the question of remoneti* 
zation of silver in 1877-78, w"hcn 
the first silver act was passed, fcfter 
the 'discontinuance 'of Ibe coinage of 
the silver dollar >by the act of 1873, 
though more republicans than demo- 
crats were against the remonetiza- 
tion. 
*A I'flr'ge section of the repub- 


lican party remained favorable to sil- 
ver coinage onfW&rd from 1877, and 
part of *t(his section wanted free coin- 
'figeX This was never so large, how- 
ever, as was the corresponding ele- 
ment of the democracy, and while, 
with some fluctuations, the repub- 
lican silverites diminished in nuin- 
toer and influence in the end, those 
of the democracy, also with some 
variations, grew until, in 1896-1900, 
they took possession 'of the party ma- 
chinery -and nominated its tickets. 
Thus, wliile-eacli party, the repub- 
lican as well as the democratic, was 
divided 'against itself'on silver from 
the early part of the Hayes admin- 
istration, ihe division ended, so fai-

TALISMAN OF OAJACA. ; 


Great Emerald Guarded With a < 


Superstitious Reverence by 
< 


Mexican Indians. 


For year*—ever since Mexico was 


opened to the white man—every trav 
eler to that romantic land has heard 
of the emerald of Oajaca. 
Rumor 


said that it was huge almost beyond 
belief; whatever its size, it was cer- 
tain that the Indians believed in its 
magic properties. 
No white man 


ever saw it; but now an Americai 
woman has succeeded, through, a 
sister woman's gratitude, where men 
found failure. 


This emerald of Oajaca haa for ages 


been the object of covetous interest 
on the part of Spanish viceroys, Mex- 
ican presidents 'and provincial gov- 
emors. 
Great dealers in precious 


stones have sought it, too, but the 
Indians, as the'lineal descendants of 
the Aztecs, to whom the emerald is 
supposed to 'have originally belong- 
ed, hold it in superstitious reverence 
and such safe-keeping that, until re- 
cent yeans, little but unconfirmed le- 
gend of the stone's existence was 
known. 


A few years -ago President Diaz 


became so interested in the matter 
;hat he decided to prove the truth or 
fallacy of the reports of this emer- 
ald's size and value. Without warn- 
ng, he .suddenly appeared in the vil- 
age where it was said the gem was 
secreted. He summoned the people 
nto the plaza, and announced that if 
;hey would show 'him the emerald 
known to be Sii their possession 'he 
would in return proclaim a public 
holiday and entertain them with a 
pista at his awn expense. He prom* 
ssd, as president, and by virtue of 
he same blood in his and their veins, 
,hat if they -would accede to .£is re- 
quest he would not attempt to take 
he -emerald from them. Upon this 


prolonged 
consultation 
ensued 


among the Indians, the result of 
which was that from 'afar off in the 
rowd one of them held up at arm's 
ength between1 'his forefinger tand 
numb the famous emerald, scintil- 
ating in the -rays of the sun. Bias 
was desirous of a% closer inspection, 
.nd, 
turning to his guards, ordered 


he man to 'be 'brought to him. His 
actions, if not his words, were at 
>nce considered by the Indians to be 
Auspicious, So they promptly raised 
a, tumult, and amid shouts of "Viva 
'orftrio Diaz,"/'Viva X* Fiesta," the 
man and" the emerald * disappeared, 
and this .was the only glimpse the 
owerful president rwas able to ob- 
ain of it. 
An American woman had better 
ortune. It happened that her hus- 
>and was appointed to superintend 
lie medical department of the xail- 
oad being built through Oajaca, and 
ncidentally saved the life of an In- 
dian woman. In her gratitude this 
woman begged to be allowed to make 
ome -recompense, as the American 
doctor had refused to accept a fee.^ 
But half in jest he replied that if she 
would show him the Oajaca emerald 
he would *be satisfied. 
At this the' 


woman, seemed greatly 
disturbed. 


>he at first declared she knew noth- 
ng about it, but on being pressed i 
urther by the doctor's wife she ad- i 
mitted knowing where it was 'hid-: 


en. Fin-ally she agreed thait if the 
loctor would solemnly promise to ab- 
ent himself she would obtain the 
tone and snow it to his wife. For 
ome unexplained reason she held so 
teadfastly to this point, that the 
wife must be alone when the emerald 
was produced, that it was yielded, 
hough much to the doctor's disap- 
>ointmerit. 


So one morning shortly aifter the 
ndian woman appeared -at the phy- 
iciau's temporary residence. She 
made sure that the doctors wife and 
herself were a'lone; then she produced 
he emerald from a fold of her cloth- 
ng. For about a minute only was 
he doctor's wife permitted to inspect 
he gem, while it was held securely 
n the Indian woman's fingers. In 
ize, 
according to the fortunate vis- 


tor's account, the stone is as large 
as a pigeon's egg, crudely polished, 
ind -of a rich, grass rgreen color. In 
ts depths she noticed a few black 
spots or flaws, which goes far to 
prove that it is a genuine emerald 
and not volcanic glass, as has 'been 
suggested. The purest emeralds are 
seldom without flaws, this being one 
of the tests taken into account by ex- 
perts, 


In great haste the Indian woman 


again secreted the gem and went out; 
but one curious circumstance the 
doctor and his wife remarked sub- 
sequently. During the remainder of 
their stay in the village, though they 
met the woman several times, neither 
by word nor sign would she recog- 
nize their previous relations. She 
treated them as absolute strangers 
To her mind the risk she had run in 
snowing the talisman 'of her tribe 
was full compensation for the service 
rendered. $he fceneraf belief is that 
the stone is not secreted in any 
place, but is concealed ou the person 
j»f ofw of the -Indians, an<l panned on

African jungle in order to learn the 
language of the monkeys and to ob 
sc*rve their waysf and 
manners in 


their native haunts, made quite a 
sensation when he got foack to Amer 
ica and reported: his discoveries, says 
a London letter. In 1900 ihe disap- 
peared again, and now, after an ab- 
ts&nce of two years, he 'has suddenly 
turned up in I/ondon, full of more 
strange stories. It seems 
ihe has 


been spending the intervening -time 
in heart-to-heart talks with his old 
jungle companions on the 
French 


Congo, some twenty miles back from 
the coast and about seventy miles 
south of the equator. 


The name of the village was Mkeba 


and Garner had the fun 
of being 


-called' the "white king" of the town, 
to wliom the .natives paid tribute in 
the form of cooking, washing end 
general attendance, and to whom he 
distributed largesse in the form of 
an occasional small chunk of tobacco, 
a few beads or a little fcloth and oc- 
casional portions of 'buffalo meat. 


"For five months," said Mr, Gar- 


ner, "I went without having a mor- 
sel of bread or seeing a white man. 
The only variation from buffalo meat 
was manioc—a kind of root that looks 
ike sumach boiled into a paste. 
Tired of it? Heavens, yes! All the 
same, I am going -back there soon 
or a year or two, and- onaybe for- 
ever. TluTe is fun in1 .being a king, 
even if your clief is a littde ham- 


sred in onaking out his menu. 


Breakfast, Buffalo meat andt manioc; 
uncheon, plain manioc; dinner, first

diet an'd ilia bits mig'ht be modified in 
time. The monkey, too, thrives out- 
side 'his native country. A few were 
colonized in Mauritius, which for- 
merly possessed no monkeys -at all, 
and there are thousands there now— 
the island being from 2,000 to 3,000 
miles away from where the monkeys 
came from. 


"I can conceive of t'he use of mon- 


keys as domestic servants, though I 
would question the utility of trying 
to employ them in this way. I have 
thought several 'times 
that 
they 


might be useful tis fruit pickers. In 
fruit growing countries it is some- 
times extremely difficult to get men 
for this purpose."

FAMOUS SPLITS IN POLITICAL 
ORGANIZATIONS 


HAVE CAUSED WEAKNESS AND DISASTER.

Neither in its duration nor in irs 


consequences has the 
present fac- 


tional strife in the democracy been 
as disastrous its have been some of 
the party feuds of the past. All par- 
ties, -the republican as well R« the 
others, 'have had factional vandettas. 
Some parties have been annihilated 
thereby. 
It will be convenient to

consider that tihe present divergen- 
cies between the different elements 
of tflio demo'cracy began in 1896. 
It 


is, 'of course, true that there was dis- 
cord in tihe democracy on the silver 
questioii, the issue which caused the 
gpiy in that party in 1896, long be- 
fore that year. 
But the same wr.s 


the case -with -Hie republicans. Each 
paa-ty divided on that question at 
the outset, -and the 
division was 


maintained until 1900. 
It may rwi- 


soua'bly be assumed that t'he two 
successive defeats of the democratic 
party—in 1896 and 1900—on that 
issue, 'and the passage of the act of 
March 14, 1900, 
giving a formal 


leg-al san'ction to the gold standard, 
1ms taken 'tlie silver questioii out of 
politics, tboug'ii a hostile congress 
and president could repeal th-at act 
an'd introduce Hie silver standard. 


The division in the democratic aiid 


republican parties on silver began to 
reveal itself in 1877, during t'he first 
term of President Hayes* extra ses- 
sions of congress, when, on Novem- 
ber 5, Richard P. Bland, from the 
committee on coinage, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass n bill direct- 
ing the coina-ge of silver dollars of 
I/he weig'ht of 412^ grains of stand- 
ard silver, such as was provided by 
the act of January 18, 1837, the coins 
to be -a legal tender at 
their face 


value for 
all debts, except where 


otherwise provided by contracts, the 
hill providing (fhatt any owner of sil- 
ver "bullion might deposit the same 
at any mint cf t-he United States to 
be coined into such dollars for his 
benefit, on the ssme terms as gold. 
The motion was agreed to by a- vote 
of 104 (67 republicans and 97 demo- 
crats) to 34 (24 republicans and 10 
democrats). 
"When .William B. Alli- 


son, 
however, reported the bill to the 


senate on 
November 
21 it 
was 


changed from i'he free coinage form 
which it had when it passed 
the 


house, and provided for a limited 
coinage ($2,000,000 to $4,000,000 of 
silver bullion a month, the $2,000,- 
000 being 
compulsory), the 
profit

treasury and no-t. as in Blaud's bill, 
Into the pockets of the bullion o'.vn- 
ers. 
This measure passed the sen- 


ate by a vote of 48 (24 republicans, 
23 democrats and 1 independent) to 
21 (14 republicans and 7 democrats).

lican silverites diminished in num- 
toer and influence in the end, those 
of the democracy, also with some 
variations, grew until, in 1896-1900, 
they took possession 'of the party ma- 
chinery "and nominated its tickets. 
Thus, while each party, the repub- 
lican as well as the democratic, was 
divided 'against itself on silver from 
the early part of the Hayes admin- 
istration, the division ended, so far 
as regards the republicans, in the

Senator Teller present- 


ed a •freo silver substitute for this 
plank, 'but it was laid on the table 
by a vote of 8181*1 to 105^, and the 
majority's plank was then adopted 
by a vote of 812J4 to 110^,. after 
which the entire platform was'adopt- 
ed1 by a viva vocc vote. Then Senator 
Cannon read the sLTverites' protest 
against tho gold standard

est scenes ever enacted in a republi-

The democratic con- 
vention in Chicago three weeks later, 
after a hard fig<ht in wihich the east- 
ern element was overthrown, declared 
for the free coinage of silver "with- 
out wai'ting for the aid or consent of 
any other nation." 
This was the 


denvocracy's answer -to the republican 
challenge pat St. Louis. There was a 
'•walk-out" an the democracy,

though it came after tho convention. 
Every party, small as well as great, 
had a schism in 1896 on the. silver 
issue. 
The feud- in- (the 'democracy, 


after six years of duration, is still 
under way, 
but there 
is not the 


faintest reason to suppose that its 
convention of 1904 will indorse -the 
silver blunder 
of 1S06 
and 1900. 


The split in the republican -party was 
shorter in duration and less harmful 
in results. 


For the republicans a more s&rious 


split occurred a. quarter 'of a century 
earlier than the ilg-ht on the floor of

Louis. This was the one which led 
to :bhe liberal republican revolt of 
1372. 
Soon after the secession war 


the republicans* overwhelming ma- 
joriities in both branches of congress 
began to be diminished by defections 
from their ranks.

So they promptly raised 


a tumult, and amid shouts of ""Viva 
Porfirio Diaz," "Viva La Fiesta," the 
man and the emerald disappeared, 
and this rwas the only glimpse the 
powerful president rwas able to ob- 
tain of it.

was produced, that it was yielded, 
though much to the doctor's disap- 
pointment. 


So one morning shortly after the

made sure that the doctor's wife and 
herself were a'lone; then she produced 
;he emerald from a fold of her cloth- 


For about a minute only was 


the doctor's wife permitted to inspect 
the gem, while it was held securely 
in the Indian woman's fingers. In 
size, according- to the fortunate vis- 
.tor's account, the stone is as large 
as a pigeon's egg, crudely polished, 
ind of a rich, grass green color. 
In 


its depths she noticed a few black 
spots or flaws, which 
goes far to 


arove that it is a genuine emerald 
ami not volcanic glass, as has been 
suggested. 
The purest emeralds arc 


seldom without flaws, this being -one 
of the teats taken into account by ex- 
perts. 


In great haste the Indian .woman 


again secreted the gem and went out; 
but one curious 
circumstance the 


doctor and his wife remarked sub- 
sequently. 
During the remainder of 


their stay in the village, though they 
met 'the woman several times, neither 
by word nor sign would she recog- 
nize their 
previous relations. 
She 


treated them as absolute strangers, 
To her mind the risk she had run in 
showing the talisman of her tribe 
was full compensation for the service 
rendered.
